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ABSTRACT 

A survey was conducted to determine; (1) wiiether 
there is a need for on-caiupus child care facilities among Atkinson 
College students; (2) when such facilities would be used; (3) what 
kind of administration would be preferred; and (U) how much users 
might be prepared to pay for these facilities. Data were gathered via 
questionnaires mailed to a systematic random sample of students. A 
total of 561 questionnaires were completed, yielding a completion 
rate of 10%. Results showed rhar: (1) there is a clear need for 
evening child care facilities for students; (2) although not in as 
great a demand as evening care, day care taciliries should also be 
considered; (3) preference was shown for board-- run child care 
facilities as opposed to all professional or cooperative 
administrations; and (4) although respondents were not asked what: 
they would be willing to pay for child care facilities, questions 
directed at current costs for child care reveal that only 4 8 students 
mentioned paying for child care. Answers to specixic questions and a 
copy of the survey questionnaire are provided in appendices. (KM) 
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(This suirvey was commissioned by Atkinson College 
and conducted by the Survey Research Centre, 
Institute for Behavioural Research, York University 
in the Fall of 1972).

In the past few years, a certain amount of interest has been shown by 
members of the York University community in on-campus child care facilities. 
Interest was visibly demonstrated in the fall of 1969 when a parent group 
set up a day-care centre for 12 children in a two-room area loaned by 
Winters College Student Council. The present Centre's facilities, located 
in three renovated apartments and the lobby of Graduate Residence //3 and 
on the ground floor of Graduate Residence //4, are now operating with a 
capacity enrollment of 62 children, and cannot fully meet the community's 
demand for child day care."^ 

The survey to which this report is addressed was stimulated by numbers of 
inquiries from Atkinson College students about child care facilities. In 
addition to the fact that the existing child care facilities are overtaxed, 
it was anticipated that Atkinson College student parents might have some- 
what different needs from parents of children enrolled in the York Co- 
operative Daycare Centre. Atkinson College is an evening faculty with the 

majority of its student body doing part-time studies; V7orking during the

day and attending classes in the evening. Might evening care be of more 
interest to evening students? Might minimal parent involvement in the 
administration of child care facilities be preferred by working students 
to a co-operative- run facility?

This survey was commissioned by Atkinson College and conducted by the 
Survey Researcii Centre, Institute for Behavioural Research, York University 
for the purpose of ascertaining: 



a) if there is a need among Atkinson College students for 
on-campus child care facilities; 

b) when such facilities would be used; 

c) what kind of administration would be preferred; and 

d) how much users might be prepared to pay for these facilities. 



The report on the survey findings is presented in five sections:

i. SUMMARY OF THE FINDINGS 



1. It is clear that there is a need for evening child care facilities 
for Atkinson College Students, Given that the facilities ;;ere available 
in the fall of 1973, and met with their approval, respondents indicated 
that there would be as many as seventy-one children for enrollment. 
Among these seventy-one children, the age groups divided as follows: 

6 weeks - 1 year 11 months 23 children 

years • 4 years 11 months 20 children 

5 years - 11 years 11 months 28 children 

2. Although not in as great a demand as evening care, daycare facilities 
should also be considered. Respondents reported that they would like 

to enroll forty-three children in the fall of 1973. The age groups of 
these children divided as follows: 

6 weeks - 1 year 11 months 20 childien 
2 years - 4 years 11 months 23 children 

3. Preference was shown for board-run child care facilities as opposed 
to all professional or co-operative administrations. The board-run child 
care facility has the follovdng implications. It would be professionally 
staffed. Parents, as members of the child care centre, would annually 
elect a Board of Directors and possibly do some conunittee work on a 
voluntary basis. Tne Board would manage the centre and hire its staff. 



Second choice was an all-professional administration with no time commit- 
ment from parents. Only one quarter of the students was interested in a 
co-operative child care centre. 

4. No direct question was asked of respondents as to what they might 
be willing to pay for child care facilities. Instead, questions were 
directed at what costs were currently being incurred for child care. 
Only forty-eight students^ mentioned paying for child care on those 
evenings when they attended classes. 



Costs for evening child care ranged from four dollars to one hundred forty 
dollars a month which provided from five to two hundred hours of baby 
sitting. The median monthly rate was twelve dollars and the median hourly 
rate was seve.ity-f ive cents. 



Although che respondents x^ere asked, **If such child care facilities met your 
requirements, how many children would you enroll in September, 1973?" within the 
three different age groups, some may not have adjusted the ages of their children 
from thexr present ages to the age they would be in eleven monciis time. The 
number of babies may therefore be overestimated. Furthermore, some babies are 
yet to be born. In sum, the above totals are not without some possible ambiguity. 

^These 48 students were 26% of those students who reported making some kind of 
evening arrangements for children, while they attended classes. In most cases, 
one parent was at home to look after the children. 



Costs for day care ranged from ten dollars to two hundred dollars a ^ 
month which provided for from three to two hundred hours of child care. 
The median monthly rate was sixty-two dollars and the median hourly rate 
was seventy- three cents. 



The data on costs lack precision in detail. Views on the relative 
importance of costs, however, were registered by two hundred and fifty- 
six people. For the majority (58%), it was 'very' important for facilities 
to be of the least possible cost. For a further thirty-eight percent, low 
costs were 'somev;hat' important. Only four percent regarded costs as not 
being important. 



In sum, this sample demonstrates a demand among Atkinson College students 
for child care facilities, and particularly for evening care. In fact the 
demand when projected from the sample to the total Atkinson student popula- 
tion, is unlikely to be met given that costs and the type of facilities 
provided are acc^^ptable to prospective users. There is no reason to believe that 
the sample has produced biased estimates for the student population as a whole* 6 
The sample was approximately ten percent of the total student enrollment. 
Using as conservative a multiplier as five, there could be as many as three 
hundred and fifty-five children for placement in an evening care centre and 
up to two hundred fifteen children for placement in a day care facility next 
fall. The extent of the demand would no doubt be reduced by the fact that 
not all children would need care every evening or every day. 



This covered baby sitters and child care centres. 
See Section 2 for a discussion on the sample. 
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2. METHOD AND SCOPE 



This survey was conducted by the Survey Research Centre in the fall of 
iy72. Data were gathered, by way of mailed questionnaires, from a systematic 
random sample of Atkinson College students registered for the 1972-1973 
Fall-Winter Session. 



Students names and addresses were systematically selected from an alphabetical- 
ly-ordered listing of all students on the Atkinson College 1972-1973 Fall- 
Wincer Session, marhine-readable file. The resulting sample of 805 students 
represented approximately ten percent of the 7,812 students on the file at 
the time the selection was made. 



The data were gathered witn a six-weeks period running from October S, 
1972, when the questionnaire? were mailed out, through to November 16, 1972, 
the cut-off date for inclusion of questionnaires in the analysis. 



Five hundred and sixty-one questionnaires were completed and returned to 
the Centre yielding a completion rate of seventy percent. A further two 
percent of the respondents either advised the Centre that they would not 
fill out a questionnaire or returned questionnaires v/hich were only partially 
completed. 



Comparisons of some characteristics were made between the respondents 
and the population from which the sample was drawn. The results do not 
point to any serious biasses in the sample.

A greater-than-expected proportion of women in the sample than in the total 
population most likely reflects a response bias rather than an oversampling 
f\ll\ of women. Insofar as the response to mailed questionnaires is related to the 
interest the addressee has in the purpose of the questionnaire, one could 
anticipate a relatively greater return by women than men of instruments 
O . concerning the need for child care facilities.

The differences in age distributions between the sample and the total 
population are minor. In either case, the majority of the students 
(57%) are clustered in the age group 25-34 years.

Of this group, 5.8% are separated or divorced and 1.3% are widowed. 

The marginally lower-than-expected proportion of married respondents may 
simply be a function of an inconsistent use of terminology. The survey question- 
naires defined single as 'never married* and provided for the categories of 
'separated/divorced* and 'widowed*. Forms used to gather data for students 
records provide for only two possibilities, 'married* or 'single*. One might 
anticipate divorced and widowed persons to regard themselves as 'single* 
with some consistency. There is likely, however, to be a variation in responses 
by separated persons as to whether or not they regard themselves as married. 



In any event, while the precise differences in marital status between the 
sample and the total population are not known, since the difference lies within 
the small group of students who are either separated or divorced, and, if 
known, would augment the proportion of the sample married, the overall 
difference is inconsequantial.

Differences in the number of courses in which the students sampled are 
enrolled compared with the number taken by the total student population are 
minimal. In either instance, over ninety percent of the students were re- 
gistered for one or two courses. 



In summary, the sample compares favourably with the population from which 
it was drawn. In terms of age distributions and course levels, the sample 
closely reflects the total population. There is some over-enumeration of 
women and some uncertainty about the marital status comparison (although 
one could expect an over-enumeration of married students for reasons similar 
to those given for women) but neither factors should seriously bias the overall 
results . 
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3. OVKRALL RESULTS 



This section differs from the next three sections in that it considers the 
background characteristics and child care arrangements of all respondents. 
These results include the 'reports' of respondents who were not at all interest- 
ed in child care facilities but who were asked to complete the questionnaire 
up to and including Question 12. At that point, interest in child care was 
ascertained. The reason for following this procedure in the questionnaire 
design was to provide information on both the potential as well as the expected 
demand of child care. 



Gen eral Background and Academic Involvement 

The majority of the respondents were married (66%), in the age group 25-34 
years when the raising of young children is most likely (57%) and engaged 
in full-time employment (81%), Most commonly, the respondents were enrolled 
in one course (66%). Approximately one quarter (27%) were registered for 
two courses while the remaining seven percent were taking from three to 
five courses. Insofar as sixty-nine percent of the respondents planned to 
take summer courses and seventy-six percent expected to take further winter 
courses, the majority of the sample had attachments to Atkinson College beyond 
the current session (See Appendix A for derailed results for 'All Respondents'). 



Child Care 



Of the 547 students who answered the question on the number of depender t 
children they had, the majority, sixty percent, reported no dependent children. 
Among the forty percent who had at least one child there were a total of four 
hundred and twenty-eight children (see Table 1).

Of the two hundred nineteen parents, sixty percent had children under five years 
of age and half had children between five and twelve years of age. 



For both day and evening care, the most common arrangement was for one parent 
Q to Stay at home. Baby sitting was the next most frequently used arrangement

The costs for baby sitters or other day care services ranged from $10.00 
to $200.00 a month with $60.00 being the median monthly cost. About forty 
percent paid $50.00 or less a month and approximately half paid between 
$50.00 and $100.00 monthly for day care (oee Table 3). This paid for from 
three to two hundred and forty hours a month with the median of eighty-five 
hours. While almost half of this snail group of parents required seventy- 
five hours or less of child care monthly, there was a cluster of twenty 
of the forty-four parents requiring over one hundred hours a month.

The costs for baby sitters for children during the time their parents attended 
evening classes ranged from four dollars to one hundred fifty dollars a month, 
with twelve dollars being the median monthly cost. Over three quarters of 
this small group of parents paid twenty dollars and less per month for evening 
care (see Table 4) .

Monthly requirements ranged from five hours to two hundred hours with a median 
of nineteen and one half hours paid for child evening care. Over half of 
this small group of parentti paid for from eleven to twenty hours of evening 
cere in a month. 
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Interest in Child Care at York 



About half the respondents had no interest in child care facilities at York 
University. (See Table 5), These respondents ended the questionnaire at 
this point. Of the half of the sample which was interested in child care 
facilities at York, about one third (which amounted to 13% of the total 
sample) was interested unequivocally, and the other two thirds (which amounted 
to 37% of the total sample), although not interested now, possibly would be 
in the future.

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4. STUDENTS INTERESTED IN CHILD CARE FACILITIES AT YORK UNIVERSITY 
VIS-A-VIS THOSE WHO ARE NOT 



Comparisons among those respondents who expressed an interest either now or in 
the, future, in child care facilities at York University and those who had no 
interest at all have been made with purpose of adding further information 
about the former group. Numerical comparisons can be seen in Table 6 and 
Table 7 below. 



General Background 

In the group which was interested in child care facilities, there were, as 
could be anticipated, proportionately more women than men and more married 
persons than single persons than were found in the group which was not 
personally interested in child care facilities. Of the 'interested' group, 
sixty percent were women and sixty-nine percent were married whereas of the 
'not interested' group, only forty-four percent were women and sixty-three 
percent were married. However, these results also show that child care is by no 
means the domain of concern of women and married persons alone. 

The 'interested' group was a younger group than the group which was 'not 
interested' in child care facilities at York, with proportionately more 
persons under thirty-five (ninety t^ercent compared with sixty-three percent 
respectively) , 

In terms of their employment status, while the vast majority of all respondents 
were engaged in full-time employment, relatively more of the 'interested' group 
(26 percent and 11 percent, respectively) were not working full time. Of this 
minor group, the majority would be housewives, a further reflection of the 
overenumeration of women in the 'interested' group. 

With respect to children, there was surprisingly little difference between 
the two 5-oups in the proportion without children. Relatively more of the 
'interested' group, however, had just one child (20 percent and 10 percent, 
respectively), whereas relatively more of the 'not interested' group hpd 
thiee or more children, (14 percent and 7 percent respectively). Although 
no attempt was made to control for age, this factor might well reduce such 
differences since the 'not interested' group was generally older, 

Academi c Involvement 



Courts loads in the current Wint «. Session were greater for the 'interested' 
than for the 'not interested' gr:up. Thirty-nine percent of the 'interested' 
group compared with twenty-nine percent of the 'not interested' group were 
enrolled in two or more courses. 
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In terms of the number of sessions they expected to enroll in, the interested' 
group indicated a relatively longer period of association with Atkinson College 
in the future than did the 'not interested' group, \^/hercas in the 'interested' 
g^oup, sixty-five percent expected to register in three or more further Winter 
Sessions ,at Atkinson College and fifty--four percent expected to be enrolled 
in three -re -^f the future Summer Sessions, of the 'not interested' group, 

fifty-eig. ^ • mt anticipated three or more Winter Sessions and forty-seven 
percent e^spected to register in three or more Summer Sessions, 

In sum, those respondents who expressed either an immediate or a possible 
future interest in on-campus child care facilities compared with those who 
had no interest whatsoever, were more likely to be female, younger, married 
and have one rather than more children, and although about three quarters were 
working full-time, this proportion for the 'interested' group was lower than 
that for the 'not interested' group. They would also be more likely to be 
carrying a heavier course load currently and expect to continue at Atkinson 
College for a longer period of time.

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5, ANTICIPATED ENROLLMENTS 



The results reported in this section are based on the responses of those 
respondents, soire two hundred and eighty students, who expressed an interest 
in child care facilities either now or in the future. Eighty-one respondents 
said that they would enroll at least one child within the different age groupings 
and time periods provided on the questionnaire. Almost twice as many saw their 
use of child care facilities at some time beyond rather than in the fall of 
1973, (See Appendix B for more detailed results). Although day care 
proved slightly more appealing than evening care (see Table 8), evening care could 
be expected to be used more than day care (see Table 9),

Respondents reported that a total of seventy-one children could be enrolled for 
evening care and some thirty-three children could be enrolled for day care. 
Somewhat more children could be expected for part-time than for full-time day 
care. Most parents indicated that one or two evenings would be their maximum 
requirement for evening child care. 
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When asked about the relative importance of York providing a) day care 
facilities and b) evening care facilities for children, more indicated 
that the former rather than the latter were 'very important' (See Table 10): 
relatively more respondents saw evening care facilities as opposed to day 
care facilities as 'somewhat important'. About the same proportion (9 percent 
and 8 percent) regarded either facility as 'not important'.

Over half thought that the cost factor was 'very 
important' (58 percent), and a further thirty-eigh: percent regarded the 
cost as 'somewhat important'. Only four percent did not view the cost as a 
consideration. ^

The type of child care facility preferred was one with a Board-run admini- 
stration with an All-Professional management as a second choice (See Table 12). 
Although tha difference in support for ei::her board-run or professional child 
care facilities was not great (40 percent and 35 percent, respectively), half 
the respondents opted for a board-run facility when asked for their second 
choice.

was presented to the respondents, see the questionnaire, page 3, in 
Appendix C. 



In summary, while more of these respondents said a) that they would use day 
care facilities as opposed to evening care facilities and d) that the 
Importance for York to provide day care as opposed co evening care was 
greater, the number of children who would be enrolled in evening care faci- 
lities compared with day care facilities, was v'learly greater. For this 
reason, the actual use made of evening care facilities appears likely to 
be greater than the use made of day care facilities. 

Although respondents wanted the facilities to be provided at the least 
possible cost they did not show preference for ^he least expensive type of 
facilities, namely the cooperative-run child care centre. Instead general 
preference was shown for a board-run administration..
